LABOR UNIONS AND STRIKERS 


Discussed By Members of the Social 


Science Association—Should Labor 


Unions Be Incorporated? 


Boston, Mass., May 14—The gener- 
al meeting for this year of the Amer- 
ican Social Science Association began 
here today. 
The principal 
speakers 


today were Lewis Brandeis 
>nC 
the 


Massachusetts bar, and President Eliot 
Df Harvarel University. 


Brandois talked on the question of 


'the responsibilities of labor organiza- 
tion, and trade union incorporation." 
Bpeaking- of the complaint of employers 
that the labor unions are practically 
Immune from suit or legal liability, he 
Said that this fact is largely responsible 
for the greatest grievance under which 
the labor unions say 
they 
suffer-, 


tamely, government by injunction. He 
thought the unions 'should take the 
position squarely that they are amen- 
able to the law, and be prepared to 
take the consequences if they trans- 
press and thus sho%v that they are in 
full sympathy with the spirit of our 
people, whose 
political system rests 


upon the proposition that this is a gov- 
ernment of law and not of men." 


President Eliot, of Harvatrd, said 


that if trades unions wanted !/) incor- 
porate there seemed to be no objec- 
tion, and if they did not want it, 
there was none. 
Th^rc was, how- 


ever, an objection to the imposition o£ 
a money penalty, and this whole talk 
cf incorporating trades unions 
was 


fairly attributable to a desire to get 
at them and Impose a fine or collect 
damages. 


"It must be noted," said Eliot, "that 


the activities of the trades unions in- 
volve only moral, not legal responsi- 
bilities. 
The positions of the unions 


Is virtually that of 2,000,000 men who 
systematically permit moral and phy- 
sical violence in the attainment of their 
enrjs in the limitation of output, than 
tvhlch there is no more corrupting or 
'degrading influence. 
Unskilled labor- 
ers cannot gain their aims in 
the 


labor struggle 
without. 
permittin" 


violence, but this is a moral question 
and not one of damages. 
To attempt 


to get at them vindictively by in- 
ducing or compelling- 
incorporation 


end making them financially liable 
Js not at all the way to settle the 
problem."

After an inspection of Mare IiKand 
he party returned to the city. 
To- 


ight a banquet was given In honor 
f the president by the Union League 
lub, where covers were laid for 300 
eople. 
Roosevelt responded to an 


ddress of welcome. 
Shortly 
after 


nidnight, the president left for the 
usemite Valley. 


Car Load of Junk.

Wasp'' bread is

around New Mexico. 


Down at Albuquerque they gave the 


president a fine Navajo blanket with 
the picture of the plain but respectable 
squaw who made it. 
They also lead- 


ed him up with a buckskin suit that 
he wouldn't appear in for a 
second 


term and a horsehair bridle that was 
made by two convicts in the peniten- 
tiary. 


One of the backsliders 
from the 


straight and narrow happened to be a 
horse thief and for this reason the 
president balked at

bridle.
